Toe VirTue oF A Tix Pan at rae Exp oF A
Doa’s Tar.—We have been informed by an offi-
cer of the ["nited States ariny of a most remarkable
instance of ingenuity and presence of mind ina
sergeant of the army, which occurred a fow weeks
ago, by which he saved his own life and the lives
of his party.

DEEP PLOWING.

The Hon. F. Holbrook makes the following
statement in the New England Farmer: : )
“The land bhad, for muny years been under
washing effects of shallow plowing and severe crop-
ing with rye, until at length it was quite exhaunsted
and abandoned to pasturage, yielding a scant her-
brage in the eavly purt of the season, but becom-
ing dry and sere by mid-sumnmer, and remaining
so through the romainder of the year. My fri
found that the savface was of little or no aceount
any way, bur thought there might be some h

of making productive land out of the subsoil.
He accordingly commenced upon a piece of the
tract, of about five acres, once putting in his uni-
versal sod aud sub-soil plow ten inches deep, in
the month of November, and turned up s soil of
yellow ioam, fine-grained and free from stone, and
that bad never before seen the day. In the spring
following, the plowed land was manured broadcast
at the rate af about twelve cords per acre, and
cross-plowed with a sharp steel plow, turning the
manure under four or five inches deep.  The field
